the purpose can be made in the fo l­ 
lowing manner, 
Lidhmbeng said: 
o ne-fo urth pound of sodium Fluo - 
silicate or paris green, fiv e pounds 
o f dry flaky wheat bran and three 
to four guarts o f water. 
Mix the poison and bran tho r­ 
oughly . Then moisten the mix ture 
with water until each flake o f bran 
has been dampened. Prepare this 
bait in the morning and apply late 
in the day , so that it will be mo ist 
and attractiv e when the cutworms 
begin to feed in the ev ening. Scat­ 
ter the bait lightly and ev enly on 
the soil surface of the garden or 
around the basess o f plants that 
hav e been set out. Repeat the appli­ 
catio n if necessary .
